WASHINGTON, February IO — 
Much energy and news space is be­ 
ing used by responsible officials in 
trying to nam e the condition of our 
economy. “ Adjustm ent” , “ re-tool­ 
ing period’’, “ healthy return to nor­ 
m al” , and ether sim ilar term s are 
being used. 
Could it be that some people are 
afraid to face the facts? If so, that 
is unfortunate. It is always best to 
give all truth to the American peo­ 
ple that w’ill not help a possible 
enemy. 
The P resident’s Economic Re­ 
port to the Congress contains a 
num ber of statistical tables. Much 
is m ade of the high production of 
1953. Some of this production, how­ 
ever, was based on orders placed 
the year before, and paid for out 
of income earned the year before. 
This fact is brought home when 
we look at the second half cf 1953. 
There the figures show industrial 
production fell 6.6 per cent from 
July to December. 1953. In this tot­ 
al, m etals, electrical m achinery 
and textile, rubber and leather pro­ 
ducts all were off more than IO per 
cent. 
In addition, statistics on the num ­ 
ber of unemployed don’t tell the full 
story, particularly in view of the 
way the figures are being used 
by various interest I'd groups. We 
did note in the President’s Econ­ 
omic Report referred to above, 
however, that unem ploym ent in­ 
creased 31 per cent in Decem ber, 
1953, over Decem ber. 1952. 
Since em ploym ent, within lim its. 
is affected by seasonal factors, it 
W’ould seem appropriate to com­ 
pare D ecem ber, 1952. with Decem ­ 
ber. 1953. 
D ecreased production, increased 
unemploym ent, and shrunken farm 
income together can have a snow­ 
balling effect, because they de­ 
crease purchasing power. 
W hatever the term or term s used 
to describe the present recession, it 
is axiom atic that there would be 
less hum an hardship if this trend 
is stopped now, before it goes too 
far; and therefore, it is hoped steps 
will be taken im m ediately to halt 
this alarm ing trend. 


My colleague. Senator Hennings 
and I. are introducing a bill this 
week to further spell out the pow­ 
ers granted last sum m er to the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Passage

On January 19, all 13 m em bers 
of the Missouri delegation joined 
in a letter asking the Secretary to 
state his views on the program pro­ 
posed.
